gation of nebulous clouds and starry 
swarms has been proved by the re- 
searches of tbe late Professor Keeler 
of the Lick observatory to be flying 
away from the earth and the sun at the 
rate of 11 miles in every second! But 
so vast is its distance that 100 years 
reveal no visual effects of tbe great 
nebula's swift retreat. If it were neai 
by, it would seem t» become rapidly

Grizzled Bob Morrow, veteran cow- 


boy, ranchman, globe trotter and phi- 
losopher, tcok another pull at his cigar 
as be sat comfortably in bis seat in the 
hotel lobby. A thoughtful look came 
over his face, and his companions at 
the table awaited in silence his further 
utterances. 
After a pause Bob con- 


tinued: 


"We were 'sign' ruling. Lee Wells

An imaginary line is drawn on the 
prairie.

I 
hadn't been asleep very long when I 
was awakened by a sort of feeling that 
there was somebody in the room. 1 
groped under the pillow for my gun, 
turning over as I did so, and there m 
the doorway stood' Lee Wells. 
The 


feathered shafts of six arrows were 
sticking from his breast, and bis face 
in the moonlight looked drawn and 
ghastly. There was a smile of satis- 
faction on bis face, though, as he said 
quietly: 
"'Well, tbey got me. Bob, but they 


didn't get the horses.' 


"I was out of bed in an instant. The 


minute my feet touched tbe floor Lee 
vanished. Th«door was shut and lock- 
ed Just as I le» it when I went to bed.

A FVBUC CONDUIT SYSTEB 


Among the many pieces ofl proposed 


legislation of special interest to cities 
that may appear at this session of the 
general court in the Cambridge bill au- 
thorizing cities to build and own con. 
duits for the wires of electric light 
and power companies, telephone and 
telegraph companies. 
This proposed 


measure has been before the leglsla, 
ture for some time. Last year it 
passed the house by a large majority, 
but was killed In tn» senate, where 
corporation influence is more effective. 


Thfr proposed law provides for the 


municipality building conduits for wireq 
and renting them to the companies em- 
ploying wires, thus burying the wires, 
in the interest of public safety and the 
Improved appsarauce of the city. The 
referendum is attached so that the law 
does not become operative la a city 
unies» adopted by the people. Besides 
It is provided that the city shall not 
build conduits, at a rate so rapid as to 
be unjust to tU«- companies Add burden, 
come to the taxpayers. A maximum is 
specified beyond which the city cannot 
go yearly unless with the consent of the 
companies Conduits are to be occupied 
by the companies within a year after 
their construction and a rental not ex- 
ceeding 12 per cent of the cost is to 
be paid by the companies. Conduits al- 
ready built by any company are to re- 
main the property of the company 
building them, th« city, of course, re- 
serving the right to purchase them 
from the company, provided the com- 
pany decides to sell. 


The advantages of such a law are ob. 


vlous. Overhead wiriee would largely 
disappear; the city would own a valu<- 
able property In the conduits, in the 
rental for which the public would re. 
celve indirectly some returns from the 
electrical corporation*?; the present sys- 
tem gives the right of the streets to 
the corporations, the corporations own. 
ing the conduits and charging the ex- 
pense of their construction to the imb. 
He in the Increased coat ofl service, 
monopoly is fostered by the present 
system, a corooration owning its own 
conduits and the city being adverse to 
giving competing corporations privi- 
lege to tear up ihe streets; the proposed 
system makes competition easily pos.

Rising, he -it-it tod towards the toilet 
oom, but staggered as if about to fall 
again, and was prevented only by one 
uf the clerks, who caught him an h« 
tell forward. 


Thomas Goodbeau of the store ran to 


Mr.' Gaylord's assistance, 
and found 


him paralyzed. Mr. Gaylord was made 
as comfortable as possible, while medi- 
cal aid was quickly summoned. Dr. 
Stafford was on Main street at the time 
and went to 'he store at once, doing 
what little cou'd be done for Mr. Q»v. 
lord before he was removed to his hfme 
at the corner cf Quincy and Aahland 
streets in a carriage. Dr. Rice, Mr. 
Gaylord'a physician, was also summon, 
ed, and went to the house. 


Mr. Gaylord's mind was not clear for 


a time following the shock, and he 
spoke rambllnsrly of various matters as 
he was removed flrom the store.

new grade Of work in the form of 
medium grade light shoes for men and 
women, and this factory is the only one 
in the city turning out Just this class 
of work. It cost the company several 
thousand dollars to fit the factory for 
it, but the results thus far indicate j 
that it was^a good investment. It has 
generally been considered that light 
shoes could not be profitably manufac- 
tured In thia city, but this company 
finds much encouragement in what it 
haa undertaken and is satisfied that the 
experiment willr prove a permanent 
success. It has detected a tendency 
toward the wearing of a better grade 
of shoes generally, and sees no reason 
why they cannot be manufactured here 
p* well as elsewhere. The light shoes 
will be made in winter and heavier ones 
In summer, and as long as business re- 
mains in its present satisfactory con- 
dition it means steady work for this 
factory. 


This departure on the part .of the 


Canedy- Clark company is Important 
in more respects than one, for if it 
makes a success, of light work ttther 
manufacturers "SjWll be likely to follow 
the example, and vth« result will be a 
decided stlniulu^ to the shoe business 
In this city, where for several years 
past it has not been all that could be 
desired. 
A factory able to produce 


more than one class of goods will be 
m'ore liable to have steady work, and 
that is what i» wanted by manufactur- 
ers as well as by their employes. 


It is to be" hoped the Canedy-Clark 


company's experiment will be a com- 
plete success and that it may result in 
restoring the shoe business of this city 
to* its 'old time'prominence and pros- 
perity.

The Sioux Indiaus still share with 


the old Aryan and Semitic tribe* in tbe 
belief that there are trees that bring 
forth human beings and others that 
bear various portions of the human 
tody, and IB the fourteenth century 
an Italian traveler, on arriving at Mal- 
abar, was told by tke natives that tbe 
country abounded with a tree that 
bore men and women.

It Is not often that Tbe Congressional 


Record contains such a unique contri- 
bution to literature as the speech 
which Representative Otey of Virginia 
delivered in the house on tobacco. Mr. 
Otey represents the Lyncbburg dis- 
trict. In tbe tobacco growing sectloif of 
tils state, and his eulogy of tbe weed 
ought to keep him In congress for the 
remainder of his days, says the Wash- 
ington Post. He is the especial advo- 
cate of a bill to allow a larger ration of 
tobacco to the soldiers in tbe army, and 
It was In advocacy of this measure 
that he delivered bis speech. 


"It is a fact," asserted Mr. Otey, 


"that there Is no solace in camp life or 


1 on shipboard like tbe pipe, and nothing 


staves off hunger and thirst like the 
chew of tobacco." AH tbe smokers and 
chewers in the house applauded this 
assertion, aad then Mr. Otey went back 
to ancient history. He showed how, 
from its earliest discovery, tobacco has 
been considered a curative. He quoted 
an old practitioner of "pbysicke" who 
commended tobacco in 1610 and re- 
called the words of Hariot, who was 
one of Sir Walter Raleigh's expedition 
In 1584 and who said that tobacco was 
a notable preserver of health. 
He 


quoted some lines in praise of tobacco 
from Spenser's "Fact 
Queene" and 


was especially applaud A when he cit- 
ed the case of a man who could not 
breathe and whose physician "dir«»cted 
him to take tobacco in fume, and little 
by little he recovered his former 


' strength " 


There was rapt attention ia the house 


as Mr. Otej recited the chemical analy- 
sis of tobacco, with humorous com- 
ments on chloride of potassium, mollc 
acid, silica and ligneous matter. The 
peroration of the eulogy on tobocco is 
worth quoting. "His patriotism," said 
Major Otey, referring to the soldier, 
"expires only with his 1'fe, his soul is 
enraptured with enthusiasm, his mem- 
ory is on the wing and runs back wiO» 
lightning quickness to the battles 
fought and victories won, but he will 
recall that the raton of tobacco pluck- 


. ed from his mind a rooted sorrow raz- 


I ed out the witten troubles of his brain 
i and with this sweet, oblivious antidote

-net je issued to the militia* and the

Practical field work in the militia 


should be fostered and all aroHcations 
"or such should revive approval and

• iations. 


I am inc'inei to believe that one year 


at least of regimental camps would 
oroduee good results in many Ways- It 
would give commanding officers all re- 
sponsibility for the proper performance 
of duty; and, i*l such camv»s are so held, 
grounds shouli be provided near the 
locations of the c*-'panies, at least 
in their own counties. 
I recommend that an appropriation
